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“Ghe Mystery of the Soul 


HAT is the soul? Is it physical or 
Wee substance? Is it mortal or 
immortal? Is it a being or an attribute of 
a being? Questions answered: The soul is 
of spiritual substance and is immortal 
and is an attribute of a being, both of the 
Creator and creature; both God and man 
have a soul. Compare Isa. 1:14; 42:1 with 
Job 10:1. The soul and spirit constitute 
the “inward man,” Rom. 7:22. “And his 
flesh upon him” (Job 14:22) constitutes 
the “outward man, 2 Cor. 4:16; 5:1-8. 

The soul is such a predominating na- 
ture as to so control the spirit (of which 
it is but an attribute) that it is often re- 
ferred to as the spirit (as in Gen. 35:18; 
1 Kings 17:21, 22; Matt. 10:28; Luke 8:5; 
Rev. 6:9, 10; 20:4). That the soul is of 
spiritual substance is evinced by the fact 
that God has a soul. Jesus said, “God is 
a spirit,” St. John 4:24. And in Num. 
23:19 we read, “God is not man, nor the 
Son of man.” And we are assured in 
Luke 24:39 that He has not a physical 
body. The fact that God did exist as a 
Spirit before there was anything mater- 
ial, or mortal, and did create all things, 
and that He has a soul, forever precludes 
the idea that the soul is mortal. Remem- 
ber that from all eternity the spirit and 
sou] were immortal, as sure as God from 
all eternity was immortal, and as both 
the spirit and soul (as the inward man) 
are “the offsprings of God” (Acts 17:29), 
they are immortal. 

God often speaks of the passions of His 
soul, saying, “My soul hateth,” “My soul 
delighteth.” Then if man with his soul 
is an offspring of God, his soul is deriv- 
ed from the soul of God and his spirit 
(which is a child of God, Luke 3:38; 
Rom. 8:16, Heb. 12:9) is also derived 
from God, hence, “After the similitude of 
God (James 3:6-9), immortal; so then if 
God is an immortal Spirit with an im- 
mortal soul, and did exist before ull 
things, and did create the heavens and 
the earth and “the spirit of all flesh” 
(Num. 27:16), man and beast, fowl and 
fish, and did grant that they be clothed 
(“every one after his kind”) in physical 
bodies, formed of the substance of the 
earth, and did create the wind that they 
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could have air and breath, and if He did 
bring man into being as the magnum 
opus of His created Kosmos, that is 10 
say, His child and offspring, in His im- 
age, and after His similitude, a spirit be- 
ing with “his soul within him” 
(Gen, 1:27; Job 14:10-22; Acts 18:29: 
Rom. 8:16; Heb. 12:9), and then clothed 
in a body of “flesh and blood,” as He sub- 
sequently did Jesus Christ (Heb. 2:14; 
10:5), then the fact is established that 
man, the “inward man,” is a being whose 
substance was derived from God (if lan- 
guage is worth anything). So it is but 
brainless nonsense to contend that the 
spirit or soul is mortal, or that the pri- 
mary meaning of any word used in any 
language to signify spirit was wind, air, 
or breath; or to contend that man “has 
not a soul, but that all creatures of man- 
kind are souls.” Such contentions contra- 
dict the Word of God, for we read of Him 
saying, “My soul, “your soul,” “his soul,” 
“her soul,” “the soul of man,” “the child’s 
soul “the souls of them that were slain;” 
so the fact remains that both God and 
man hath a soul, and that the soul of 
man is after the similitude of the soul cf 
God (immortal), for if man (the ia- 
ward man of Gen. 1:27) was created in 
the image of God and made after His 
similitude, His child, yea, “His off- 
springs” (as the scriptures teach) all mca 
who understand the mode of oriental ex- 
pression must admit the following facts: 

First, that for man to be created not 
only a child, but an offspring of God, 
not only in His image, but also after His 
similitude, He of necessity had to be 
created an immortal spirit with an im- 
mortal “soul within him.” No other kia1 
of a creature could of a truth be a child, 
an offspring and image of God, after His 
similitude. 

Second, if man was not created an im- 
mortal spirit, with an immortal soul, then 
Moses, Job, and James were all mistaken 
about his having been created a spirit, 
or ghost, with “his soul within him (Job 
14:10-22), in the image and after the 
similitude of God, for if either he, as a 
spirit or ghost, or his soul, was mortal, 
it is certain that he was not created in 


the image and after the similitude of God, 
unless God and His soul is mortal, be- 
cause man could not bear such relation 
to God and such similiarity of God, and 
he and his soul be mortal, and God and 
His soul immortal. Please do not forget 
that it was not the created inward man 
of Gen. 1:27 that was called the “mortal 
man” in Job 4:17, but “the outward man” 
of Gen. 2:7 (2 Cor. 4:16). The “morta! 
man” is the mortal body (Job 4:17; Rom. 
6:12), or “the thing formed” (Rom. 9:20, 
21; 2 Peter 1:13, 14). 

The scriptures nowhere teach that tie 
“mortal man, or outward man, or “mor- 
tal body,” which was formed of dust 
(Gen. 2:27) was either created, formed, 
or made, either in the image, likeness, cr 
after the similitude of God, because noth- 
ing mortal can be after the similitude of 
God in the true sense of the word. The 
outward man ,or mortal body, of our Sav: 
ior (though a child of God) is nowhere 
said to be an image of God, or after His 
similitude, but to the contrary it was 
said to be “in the likeness of sinful flesh” 
(Rom. 8:3, a mortal body), which “wa; 
made in the likeness of man” (Phil. 2:7): 
made after the similitude of the earth 
man of Gen. 2:7, but his spirit and soul 
was in the image and after the similitude 
of God, yea, “in the form of God” (Phil 
2:6), yea, “the express image of his per- 
son” (Heb. 1:3). But not so of his body 
before its resurrection. He said to man 
who was then looking upon his body, 
“And the Father, * * * ye have neither 
heard his voice at any time, nor seen His 
shape” (or image, St. John 5:37). They 
could see his body which was in the like- 
ness of the mortal, outward man of Gen. 
2:7, but could not see his spirit, or soul, 
which was the image, and after the simi- 
litude of God. So it was not the mortal 
“outward man,” formed of dust (Ge2. 
2:7), who was an image of and made ef- 
ter the similitude of God, but it was the 
immortal man of Gen. 1:27. The outward 
man of Gen. 2:7 is an image of things 
earthy,” 1 Cor. 15:49. 

Some contend that the term “immortul 
soul” does not occur in the Bible. The 
death of the soul as taught in the scrip- 
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tures does not warrant such a conclusion, 
because the death of the soul is only an 
“alienation from the life of God.” See 
Eph. 2:1-5; 4:18; 1 Tim. 5:6; Col. 2:1-13; 
3:1-21. Such a death does not destroy nat- 
ural life, physical strength, vital force, 
nor conscious existence. One can con- 
sciously “live in pleasure” while thus 
dead (1 Tim. 5:8) and those thus dead 
ean dig graves and bury dead _ bodies 
(Matt. 8:22), and then the same _ soul, 
“alienated from the life of God” (Eph. 
1:15) and “dead in sins” (Eph. 2:1-5), 
who “live in pleasure,” “dead while they 
live” (1 Tim. 5:6), can die again, “dead 
indeed unto sin and alive unto God” (Rom. 
6: 1:11; Col. 3:1-4), without proving it 
mortal. So the fact that the soul can, by 
sin, die in sin and be “dead in sins” while 
it lives in sinful pleasure, is no more an 
evidence that it is mortal than the rec- 
orded fact that it can arise from that 
death in sin (Eph. 5:14) and die “dead 
indeed unto sin and alive unto God,” is 
an evidence that it is mortal, so we see 
that neither the death of the soul in sin, 
or to sin, is any evidence that it is mor- 
tal. Because in either case it is alive all 
the while it is dead; while dead in sin it 
lives in sinful pleasure and while dead 
to sin it lives unto God. (Search the scrip- 
tures for in them ye think ye have eter- 
nal life.) 

The terms“ moral” and “mortality” are 
never used in scripture in reference to 
or in connection with any spirit or soul. 
Such beings never were, nor will be, mor- 
tal. The very terms “spirit” or “soul” 
are in their significance stronger terms 
used by inspiration to signify endless ex- 
istence than the more feeble expression 
“immortality,” because the word immor- 
tality does admit the fact that the thing 
referred to had been mortal before it put 
on immortality. It is the mortal body 
alone that the scriptures speak of as put- 
ting on immortality. No spirit or soul is 
referred to in scripture as changing from 
mortal to immortal, because the term 
“spirit” weuld never admit the idea of 
mortality, if so a spiritual body would 
continue to be a mortal body (1 Cor.) 
So there is no stronger terms in any lan- 
guage to signify endless existence than 
the words used in every language to sig- 
nify spirit or soul, for they both originate 
in God (Isa. 42:1). 

Try to think if you can of a mortal 
spiritual body (1 Cor. 15:44). When our 
Lord would impress upon our minds the 
fact of the eternal existence of God, He 
didn’t say that God is immortal (perhaps 
because that might have left the impres- 
sion that God had at some time been 
mortal. (Study 1 Cor. 15:53,54). But 
when He said, “God is a spirit” (St. John 
4:24) that forever settles the fact of his 
endless existence. And that he never was 
mortal and never did nor never will have 
to put on immortality. And when God 
said, “My soul,” that forever established 
the fact that the soul is not mortal, be- 
cause there is nothing mortal about God 
“the Father.” 

It seems that some of our great schol- 
ars have concluded that the Hebrew word 
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“nephes,” used to signify the “soul,” is 
like its Greek equivalent “psyche,” so 
very equivocal in its meaning as to be 
used by the inspired writers to signify 
everything in general and nothing in par- 
ticular, and is used to signify the spir- 
it, life, mind, passions, and even the 
mortal body (any creature and any at- 
tribute of their nature), and some seem 
to think that the best definition of the 
word for soul in any language is “per- 
son,” or “creature.” Such ideas have led 
the more ignorant to conclude that man 
does not possess a soul, but that he is 
himself a soul. But we cannot admit such 
theories as wholly true because the scrip- 
tures clearly teach that man is dual or 
tripartite being consisting of a spirit 104 
a soul and a body (1 Thess. 5:23), and 
different Greek words are used to signify 
each component part—spirit (penuma), 
soul (psyche), body (coma). That man is 
a spirit with “his soul within” and “his 
flesh upon him” (Job 14:1-3; 10:22) there 
can or should be no doubt. 

The things of the soul: I admit that the 
soul is part of the spirit or inward man, 
that he (the spirit) is often called the 
soul as in Gen. 2:7 where we read that 
the spirit man “became a living soul,” a; 
it was not the outward man of dust, Ger. 
2:7, but the inward man of Gen. 1:2-7 
who became a living soul. (or self-con- 
scious life) as he entered the body pre- 
pared for him. And we read of Rachel's 
spirit being called her soul, as it was de- 
parting from her dying body. Her body 
died because it was mortal, and her svu! 
or spirit departed because it was im- 
mortal and could not die with the body. 
Gen. 35:18; Job 14:1-3, 10; Psa. 90:10; 
Matt. 10:28). In 1 Kings 17:21, 22 we read 
of the spirit of the child (which depart- 
ed out of the dying body as it died and 
came back because it was immortal), be- 
ing called the soul. Again in Matt. 10:28, 
where Jesus makes a clear distinction be- 
tween the “mortal outward man” and 
the “immortal inward man,” He calls tne 
spirit “the soul.” A man can kill the body 
because it is mortal, but cannot kill the 
soul because it is immortal. St. John veri- 
fied these stated facts of our Lord when 
he said, “I saw under the altar the souls 
of them that were slain,” Rev. 6:9. Their 
bodies were slain because they were 
mortal, the souls survived because tley 
were immortal. “I saw under the altar,” 
not them that were slain, not the blood 
of them that were slain, but “the souls 
of them that were slain.” Those who could 
and did kill their bodies could not and 
did not kill the souls (Matt. 10:28; Rev. 
6:9, 10), and those souls were crying ove- 
their blood, their bodies slain, their 
blood shed. Please note their cry, “Avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth.” (Their murderers were yet on the 
earth but they were in paradise above). 
Please note the fact that it was neither 
the dead bodies, shed blood, nor animal 
lives of them that were slain, that were 
crying for retribution, because their a 1i- 
mal lives had departed with the “living 
souls,” and could not return until their 
“souls come back” (1 Kings 17:21, 22; 
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Luke 8:55), but divested of all that is 
mortal the “living souls” were conscious- 
ly existing in paradise, (2 Kings 2:11; 
Luke 23:43; Rev. 6:9; 2 Cor. 12:3, 4) 
“under the altar” (Rev, 8:3, 5). So it is 
absurd nonsense to contend that it w's 
either the animal lives, dead bodies, slicd 
blood, or anything else that was mortal 
that St. John saw and heard crying for re- 
tribution. If the statements made by him 
are true, as said to be (Rev. 21:5), il 
was the living, immortal souls still exis'- 
ing in their immortal spirit as at the be- 
ginning (Gen. 1:27), not only retaining 
consciousness and voice, but their individ- 
uality also (every oneofthem). “And white 
robes were given unto every one of them 
and it was said unto them” (Vv. 10, 11). 
Notice, some one was talking to them, but 
some contend that “this was only a vis- 
ion.” But I ask, A vision of what? There 
can be but one true, same answer, and 
that is, a vision of martyred saints. Thea 
I ask, What did he, as a prophet of Goi, 
see? There can be but one true answer 
and that is that he saw and heard the 
“living souls” or saints out of their mur- 
dered bodies, divested of all that was mor- 
tal, still consciously existing in paradise, 
fully vindicating the truth of God by J:- 
sus Christ, Matt. 10:28, still living souls, 
in the image of God, still His offsprings 
made “after the similitude of God,” Jas. 
3:6-9, that is to say, spirit beings with 
living souls,” “within them,” (Job 14: 
22). 

If you will compare Isa. 4:21; St. Jno. 
4:24 with Job 14:10-22, you will find thai 
both God and man are spirit beings with 
“souls within them.” Man is a spirit with 
“his soul within him,” and “his flesh up- 
on him” (Job 14:10-22) and so was Jesus 
Christ. Compare Matt. 26:38; 27:50; Rom 
8:3; Phil. 2:7. So it is the spirit man 
with “his soul within him” that consti- 
tutes “the inward man” (Rom. 7:22) ‘he 
immortal “image of God,” “his child,” 
yea, his own “offspring” (Acts 17:29), 
“made after the similitude of God,” the 
“living soul” that no man can kill (Mait. 
10:28; Rev. 6:9, 10). “Their worm that 
dieth not.” You will observe that the 
prophets of God saw in visions many 
events that literally came to pass, just as 
they saw them in visions, and the Book 
of Revelation is a book of prophecy (vis 
ions of “things which must be _here- 
after,” Rev. 4:1). Then the words of 
John’s vision of those “living souls” are 
“the words of the book of this prophecy” 
which “must be hereafter” Rev. 4:1. Then 
we read, “If any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this proph- 
ecy, God shall take away his part out of 
the book of life, and out of the holy city” 
(Rev. 22:19). I also admit that the life, 
mind and passions of the being (Creator 
or creature, good or evil) are so insepara- 
bly apart, or parts of the soul (tho’ they 
are but attributes of the soul, subject to 
change from good to evil, or from evil to 
good, but can never cease to exist in and 
with the soul) that they often seem to 
be the soul itself. And although they are 
not the soul, they are “things of the soul.” 
The blood, though a separable portion or 
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part of the soul without which it can con- 
sciously exist, is nevertheless a thing of 
the soul. Please notice how emphatic, as 
well as just, the claim is which those 
souls hold on their blood (“our blood’). 
Please do not forget the fact that those 
are “living souls,” “out of the body,” 2 
Cor. 5:8, “caught up into paradise,” 2 
Cor. 12:4, “under the altar,” Rev. 6: , 
which altar was in the sanctunr sanctor- 
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ium above them, Rev. 8:1-5, still holding 
claim on their blood; but while all the 
attributes of the soul separable and in- 
separable, body, blood, life, mind, and 
passions are things of the soul, they ab- 
solutely are not the soul, no matter how 
much they seem to be nor can they be 
any more than the attributes of the soul 
of God can be the soul of God. 


Glorification of the Saints

HEN Christ who is our life shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory.”—Col. 3:4. 


This text depicts the time when the 
saints of God are to be exalted in glory. 

“He that exalteth himself shall he 
abased, but he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted.” Luke 14:1. There is a 
self-exaltation which abases those of 
whom it takes possession. Self-exaltation 
will reach its climax in the person of 
Antichrist. “Who opposeth and exalteth 
himself above all that is called God or is 
worshipped.” 2 Thess. 2:4. The proud ex- 
pression of self-will caused the downfall 
of Satan while he was yet an angel of 
light and an anointed cherub (Is. 11:12- 
17; Ezek. 28:15-17). It will bring a speedy 
downfall to the embodiment of Satan as 
he for a short time reigns as a willful 
king in the person of Antichrist, So far 
as the same attitude is found in any of 
God’s created beings, they are to that ex- 
tent out of harmony with the govern- 
ment of God and subject to the penalties 
of rebellion. 

Contrasted to the dark picture of self- 
exaltation and its results, there is anoth- 
er picture: that of the exaltation which 
is reserved for those who being gracious- 
ly reconciled, humbly and obediently sub- 
mit themselves to the will of God. God 
Himself will exalt such. Perhaps we have 
a type of this in Esther, when in answer 
to the question, “What shall be done un- 
to the man whom the king delighteth to 
honor?” we hear the reply, “Let the 
royal apparel be brought which the king 
useth to wear, * * * that they may array 
the man withal whom the king delighteth 
to honor” (Esther 6:6-9). Rom. 9:22-23 
says, “What if God, willing to shew his 
wrath and make his power known, endur- 
ed with much longsuffering the vessels 
of wrath fitted to destruction: and that 
he might make known the riches of his 
glory on the vessels of merey which he 
had afore PREPARED UNTO GLORY.” 

In the Syriac Testament Col. 3:4 is 
rendered, “When Christ who is our life 
shall be manifested, then shall ye also 
be manifested with him in glory.” This 
“glory” in which the saints of God are 
to be manifested, is not a place. The word 
“glory” is not to be used as a synonym 
for heaven. Glory is not a location, but 
a state of being. It is that exaltation 


with which God will exalt and glorify His 
translated Church. The whole creation, 


for the most part unknowingly, is wait- 
ing for this transformation to take place. 
This event will be a signal for the renov- 
ating of the earth, the binding of every 
force not subject to the will of God, and 
the undoing of the blighting and corrupt- 
ing effects of sin. “The whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now * * * for the earnest expecta- 
tion of the creature waiteth for the 
MANIFESTATION of the sons of God” 
(Rom. 8:19). The word “manifest” 
means to make known, reveal or bring 
forth. All creation is groaning under an 
awful burden of inquity and must con- 
tinue in its travail until the time when 
the “sons of God” are revealed and Jz- 
sus Christ shall come “to be glorified IN 
His saints, and to be admired IN all 
them that believe,” 2 Thess 1:10. 


No human effort can cure earth’s ills. 
Not until the whole creation becomes 
completely submissive to the will of God 
can there be peace upon the earth. Th2n 
time is certainly to come. “Every knee 
shall bow and every tongue confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God 
the Father.” Phil. 2:11. Jesus came into 
the world to effect a restoration of the 
lost creation to its original ownership and 
purposes. He must rule until all enemies 
are put under His feet (1 Cor. 15:25), 
and when all things shall be subdued ua- 
to him, then shall the Son also himself 
be subject unto him that put all things 
under him, that God may be all in all. 
1 Cor. 15:28. 

Having made preliminary arrange- 
ments for man’s restoration by buying 
the lost creation out of the hands of the 
rebe] hosts who had taken advantage cf 
the free moral agency of man to gain con- 
trol of it, the purchaser, Jesus Christ, has 
returned for a time to the heavens un- 
til the continuation of the restoration 
shall call for Him to again visit the 
earth; this time to tabernacle with men 
and reign as king for 1000 years. 

There is first the selection of a rem- 
nant of faithful souls, whose loyalty is 
proved through the trials and temptations 
of their probation. Then these chosen or 
elect individuals are to be revealed or 
made known, that they may receive the 
“glory” afore prepared for them; and fi- 
nally, the rest of the groaning creation 
is to be released from the bondage to 
which it has been unwillingly subjected 
(Rom. 8:20-21). 
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In Matthew, chapter 13, Jesus describes 
His advent into the world as a “merchant 
man seeking goodly pearls, who, when He 
had found one pearl of great price, went 
and sold all that he had and bought it,” 
vv. 45-46. To Jesus the Church of God 
is a goodly pearl and to obtain it He 
“gave himself for it that he might * * * 
PRESENT IT UNTO HIMSELF aa glo- 
rious Church.” Eph. 5:25-27. Voluntary 
loyalty to God, such as characterizes the 
disposition of the true church, is a rare 
and precious jewel to Him. The affection- 
ate devotion of the saints to their Crea- 
tor is a supreme object of His desire, if 
not the prime object of creation. Rev. 
4:11, “Thou are worthy, O Lord, to re- 
ceive glory and honor and power: for 
thou hast created all things, and FOR 
THY PLEASURE they are and were 
created.” “The whole creation waiteth for 
the manifestation of the sons of God.” 
Rom. 8:19. In the meantime a seal has 
been affixed by the buyer to His pur- 
chased possession, pending its removal. 
Eph. 1:13-14, “After that ye believed ye 
were sealed with the Holy Spirit of prom- 
ise, which is the earnest (or evidence) of 
our inheritance until the redemption of 
the purchased possession, unto the praise 
of his glory.” 4 

The gathering together of the elect and 
the presentation of them unto Himself 
will be a reward to Christ for His suffer- 
ings. This event will be “unto the praise 
of his glory,” Eph. 1:14. Psalm 22, which 
describes the agony of Christ accomplish- 
ing redemption, ends with a statement 
that “a seed shall serve him; IT shall 
be accounted to the Lord for a generu- 
tion.” Isa. 53, which also vividly pictures 
the suffering Christ, says in verse 11, 
“He shall see the travail of his soul and 
BE SATISFIED.” It was revealed to the 
apostles in council (See Acts 15:16) that, 
“God at the first did visit the Gentiles 
to take out of them A PEOPLE FOR HIS 
NAME.” The great object of this dispen- 
sation is not the conversion of the world 
at large but the gathering out of an elect 
remnant, “a people for his name,” a com- 
pany who of their own glad choice adore, 
obey and praise God for His own sake. 
The high place that this selected com- 
pany holds in the esteem of God is made 
plain not only by the promises of future 
glory which are made concerning it, Eat 
by a realization of the present position 
this company holds in relation to the fal- 
len creation. 


When Satan and certain other created 
beings of the angelic order became wil- 
fully unsubmissive to divine government, 
another section of the angelic hosts re- 
mained loyal and have become “minist=r- 
ing spirits sent forth to minister for them 
who shall be the heirs of salvation” (Heb. 
a3 36). 

Even Jesus was appealed to to join the 
rebel faction. Satan showed Him all the 
kingdoms, power and glory of the worid 
and said, “All these things will I give 
thee, if thou wilt fall down and worship 
me” (Matt. 4:9). But of Jesus it was 
written, “Lo, I come to do THY will, O 
God,” Heb, 10:7. To the very end of His 
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testing Jesus remained perfectly loya: to 
God. “Obedient unto death” (Pai. 2:3). 
Having laid aside His heavenly glory, and 
come into the world as the “man Christ” 
Jesus was “in all points tempted like as 
we are, YET without sin” (Heb. 4:15). 
By nature He shrank from suffering as 
all flesh does. In the garden He prayed 
“Let this cup pass from me, NEVERTHE- 
LESS NOT AS I WILL BUT AS THOU 
WILT” (Matt, 26:39). “It became him for 
whom are all things, and by whom are 
all things, in bringing many sons into 
glory, to make the Captain of their sal- 
vation perfect through suffering (Heb. 
4:10). “Being found in fashion as a man 
he humbled himself and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross, 
WHEREFORE God also hath highly ¢x- 
alted him,” Phil. 2:8-9. Toward the end 
of the testings that Christ had to under- 
go as a son of man, He could say, “The 
prince of this world cometh, and hath 
nothing in me” (John 14:30). All the de- 
vices of the enemy failed to bring about 
His overthrow. 

The true church appears as another 
section of creation, voluntarily submis- 
sive to the government of God. Through 
the many conflicts and trials of her earth- 
ly probation: the mist of imperfect know]- 
edge, the limitations of mortality, the se- 
ductive snares and open assaults of the 
devil, the true Church proves her fidel- 
ity. Some glad day, the purposes of earth- 
ly probation being completed, she will 
be exalted and glorified together with her 
Lord. “If so be that we suffer with him 
that we may be glorified together” (Rom. 
8:17). One of the apostles wrote toa 
representative section of the church as 
follows: 2 Cor. 11:2, “I am jealous over 
you with godly jealousy: for I have 
espoused you to one husband, that I may 
present you as a chaste virgin to Christ. 
But I fear, lest by any means, as the ser- 
pent beguiled Eve through his subtility, 
so your minds should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is in Christ.” In the 
day of rapture and the consummation of 
the covenant the virgin church will be 
gloriously revealed as of proven worth. 
While the rest of mankind by ehoice 
“worshipped and served the _ creature 
more than the Creator” (Rom. 1:25), the 
church remained a remnant. who chose to 
honor the Creator and do His will. The 
Creator and the rebel hosts have con- 
tended together since creation for the al- 
legiance of men. By some unknown ar- 
rangement Satan on his part has been 
permitted to use various means to gain 
his ends. God appeals to the hearts of His 
created beings to recognize and obey His 
will, and for His own sake to serve Him. 
His great commandment to all creation 
is: “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and with all] thy soul 
and with all thy mind” (Matt. 22:37). 
The choice is left entirely to man. The 
result of the choice is settled before it 
is made. “Ye are his to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey” (Rom. 6:16). 
“Choose ye this day whom ye will serve” 
(Josh. 24:15). This contention or con- 
troversy over the allegiance of men aas 
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continued for centuries, but a time has 
been appointed when it will end. As that 
time nears, Satan will have “great wrath, 
because he knoweth that he hath but a 
short time” (Rev. 12:12). As it con- 
cludes, “All the host of heaven shall be 
dissolved, and the heavens (airy regions) 
shali be rolled together as a scroll: and 
all their host (inhabitants) shall fall 
down, as the leaf falleth off from the 
vine * * * for it is the day of the Lord’s 
vengeance, and THE YEAR OF RECOM- 
PENCES OF THE CONTROVERSY OF 
ZION” (Isa. 34:4-7). 


The language of Solomon’s song ten- 
derly voices the love of the Lord for His 
waiting Church. S. Sol. 6:8-9, “There are 
threescore queens, and fourscore concu- 
bines, and virgins without number. MY 
DOVE, MY UNDEFILED IS BUT ONE.” 
The faithful, undefiled, company of God’s 
elect is to be elevated to so high a place 
as to be described as the FULLNESS of 
him that filleth all in all,” Eph. 1:22-23. 
The Church, which is His body, is the 
“FULLNESS of him that filleth all in 
all.” By this we understand that the 
pleasure and delight of God in the rap- 
tured saints will be supreme and com- 
plete—to the full. 


After the union of Christ and the rap- 
tured saints has been effected they will 
together continue the work of fully sub- 
jecting all creation to God.. The next 
undertaking in order to bring this about 
will be the coming back to earth of Christ 
with His saints to establish righteous 
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government upon the earth. Satan will 


be bound (Rev. 20:3), Christ will rule 
with a rod of iron (Ps. 2:9), He will 
judge righteous judgment (Is. 11:5). The 


meek and the poor will receive righteous 
treatment (Is. 11:4). All creation will be 
at peace, “the wolf also shall dwell with 
the lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid” (Is. 11:6-7). “The earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord: as the waters cover the sea” (Is. 
11:9). The dispersed Jews’ will be re- 
gathered (Is. 11:11) and “out of Zion, 
THE PERFECTION OF BEAUTY God 
hath shined” (Psalm 50:2). All of this 
wonderful transformation to the abomni- 
able conditions of iniquity and in-equity 
which at present cover the earth, will be 
begun when shortly after the manifesia- 
tion of the sons of God, revealed and ex- 
alted to the glory afore prepared for 
them, the ancient prophecy quoted in 
Jude 14 and 15 will be fulfilled. “The 
Lord cometh with ten thousands (my- 
riads) of his saints to execute judgment 
upon all, and to convince all that are un- 
godly among them of all their ungodly 
deeds which they have ungodly commit- 
ted.” 

Beloved brethren, ‘““‘Watch ye therefore 
and pray always that ye may be account 
ed WORTHY to escape all these things 
that shall come to,pass, and TO STAND 
before the son of man,” Luke 2:36. “For 
I reckon that the sufferings of this pres- 
ent time are not worthy to be compared 
with the GLORY WHICH SHALL BE 
REVEALED IN US,” Rom. 8:18.

AVING therefore, brethren, boldness 
H to enter into the holiest by the blood 
of Jesus, Heb. 10:19. 


FELLOWSHIP AND COMMUNION 
The above text speaks of a provision 
made for the child of God, that restores 
to him and the fallen race a fellowship 
and communion based upon the blood of 
Jesus Christ. It no less admits the fact 
and presence of sin among the creation 
which has separated it from God, which 
in its original state as mentioned with the 
creation of mankind, traces itself to the 
sin of Adam and Eve in the garden of 
Eden. Their transgression has caused that 
the whole of the human race has been 
born into the world alienated in their af- 
fection from God. Before their transgres- 
sion mentioned in Gen. 3, God was ac- 
customed to commune with Adam, how- 
ever, though this communion was not en- 
tirely destroyed after their sin, it is par- 
ticularly evident that the shame of His 
sinful creature and the highness of His 
holiness prevented further fellowship af- 
ter God had promised a coming judg- 
ment and Savior as mentioned in this 
same chapter, except through sacrifice. 
The blood of the everlasting covenant was 
prophetically brought into view in verse 
21, which spake of Christ as Savior and 
sin-bearer for the whole human race. His 
sinning creatures were divinely provided 
for, through some form of sacrifice as 
constantly mentioned and in fulfillment 
throughout the Old Testament. However, 
God hid His face from them, and their 
sins separated between them and their 
God, leaving the only avenue of approach 
unto God through sacrifice and offerins 
OLD TESTAMENT SACRIFICE 

In the Old Testament the high priesr 
and sacrifice became the medium through 
which Israel might approach God. It was 
perfectly in order that both the sacrifice 
and high priest were connected in mak 
ing reconciliation for the sins of the pe»- 
ple. Christ, our High Priest and sacrifice, 
was one and the same person. The high 
priest was himself a type of Christ as 
was also the sacrifice. For individual 
cases of sin the high priest might offer 
sacrifice at any time when an Israelite 
became defiled with sin. This stil] af- 
fords the proper method of dealing with 
sin, when a believer becomes contami- 
nated with sin he should confess it anil 
put it out of the way by pleading the 
blood of Jesus Christ. However, what wa3 
more particularly suitable was the of- 
fering of the “yearly sacrifice” on the 
“Day of Atonement” to offer for the sins 
of the people as a whole, or for that na- 
tion. It broadens the plan of salvation to 
include every Israelite and was _ itself 
identical with God’s promises to Abra- 
ham. What an individual might obtain by 
the offering of his sacrifice, every mem- 
ber of the entire nation of Israel might 





also inherit through the sacrifice on the 
day of atonement, which itself pointed to 
Christ. 

JEWS AND GENTILES PLACED IN 

FAVORED POSITION 

After the coming of Christ to die on 
the cross “for the sins of the whole 
world,” 1 John 2:1, Jews and Gentiles 
were placed in the same favored position 
(Eph. 2:14). The great chasm of the fall 
which existed before Christ “died for us” 
was through Him bridged, making it pos- 
sible for all mankind to return and seek 
God and enjoy communion with Him. 
God’s plan of salvation during its present 
stage offers no blessing to one that an- 
other may not obtain. We are all “made 
nigh through the blood.” We may fll 
“come boldly to a throne of grace to find 
grace to help in time of need.” 

THE HOLIEST OF ALL 

The sacred cube of the Holy Place 
typified God’s “Holiest of All’; now locat- 
ed in the heavens “where Jesus Christ 
our forerunner is for us now entered to 
appear in the presence of God for us.” 
Into the Holy Place of the Old Testament 
the high priest alone might enter, “once 
each year,” but not Without blood. The 
blood was then as it is now, it was “the 
title to the Divine presence.” It remains 
the same, there is no alternative. God’s 
sacred presence will always remain se- 
cluded from sinful man. The world “by 
wisdom knew not God” and it knows no 
more now than it did 2000 years ago. God 
remains the same unchangeable being, 
shrouded in mystery, separate and apart 
from mankind, except as approached thru 
Jesus’ name. To mention that name that 
is above all other names, is to recognize 
the blood of the atonement. To plead iis 
merits and His name in prayer entitles 
the individual so doing to recognition in 
“the holiest of all.” 

CHRIST AS MEDIATOR 

There Christ sits (Gal. 3:20) as a Medi- 
ator between God and man, Christ is 4 
faithful and compassionate High Priest 
over the house of God, whose duty it is 
to mediate the settlement of differences 
between God and man when approached 
in faith and for that purpose. As the high 
priest was ordained of God to offer sac- 
rifices for the sins of the people, even sv 
must Christ who has “had somewhat to 
offer’ (Heb. 8:4), represent the sinner 
Godward. All heaven moves at the com- 
mand and name of Jesus, “all power both 
in heaven and earth has been given into 
His hand. Every sinner will be passion- 
ately considered, and his case properly 
presented for adjustment on the basis of 
his faith in the shed blood. 

BELIEVER PRIESTS 

What is so strikingly interesting tho’, 
is not only the manner of approach unto 
God for the sinner through the blood of 
Jesus Christ, but the way and manner in 
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which he recognizes His own children. It 
is “with bolaness—“Having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter.” The word 
“boldness” may be equally translated 
“liberty.” The point of recognition is in- 2 
stant, affording us the privilege of enter- 
ing into the presence of God into the 
“holiest of all” at any stated or given 
time when occasion demands or the ind’- 
vidual desires. There is no deferred ap- 
pointments, no waiting your turn. God is 
not busy with others to the extent that 
He cannot receive us when we call. He 
is omnipotent, omniscient and omnipres- 
ent, therefore, capable of doing, knowing 
and serving instantly everywhere. Christ, 
our High Priest, abides within the  sa- 
cred precincts of the Holy of Holies for 
the age. He appeared there with His own | 
blood which is our title to His presence. 
Whereas the high priest alone might en- 
ter the Holy Place under the Old Testa- 
ment covenant, the fact that our High 
Priest, Christ Jesus, abides there for the 
age, affords us the privilege to come 
whensoever we will. God has recognized 
us there with Him, having quickened us 
together with Him, having forgiven us all 
our trespasses. We are reckoned to be 
“dead unto sin” (Rom. 6:11) by the cru- 
cifixion of the “old man” (Rom. 6:6), 
and we are supposed to account that “if 
we be dead with Christ, that we shall also 
live with him” (Rom. 6:8). We are so 
reckoned of God as “buried with him by 
baptism, wherein also ye are risen with 
him through the faith of the operation 
of God, who raised him from the dead” 
(Col. 2:12). If we “be risen with Christ” 
we are therefore commanded to seek 
those things which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of God 
(Col. 3:1). Such liberal provision made 
with such completeness does particularly 
and essentially demand and command us 
that we “seek” without delaying those 
things which are above where Christ sit- 
teth. Boldness is provided for, implied, 
and expected. We have through Him each 
of us become a believer priest, having ac- 
cess not only to the “holiest of all” but to 
“those things where Christ sitteth.” We 
do not have to wait on the day of atone- 
ment. We no longer wait on the slaying of 
a sacrifice. It has been made for us thru 
Christ, and the day of atonement has last- 
ed for now nearly two thousand years; 
during which time God has waited to’ re- 
ceive “all that come unto God by him.” 


THE BLOOD AND THE SPIRIT 


These two elements are particularly as- 
sociated together in redemption and com- 
munion. The blood affords us _ proper 
sanctity from a defilement, making the 
approach Godward in harmony with the 
existing state of His person and pres- 
ence as to His holiness. We are not only 
made nigh by the blood, but the purpose 
of Christ’s death was to sanctify us by 
“his own blood” (Heb. 13:12). Though 
we tabernacle in the flesh, the state and 
standing of a redeemed and _ sanctified 
saint with Christ is that “both he that 
sanctifieth and they who are sanctified 
are all of one” (Heb. 2:11). Such pro- 
vision does not permit sin to deter or hin- 
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der us in our communion, if we have been 
judged through the death of Christ and 
sin put away and kept away from us. 
However, one provision which stands out 
as a pinnacle of paramount importance 
is not only the provision of the preciour 
blood, but that we be filled with and pos- 
sess the Spirit which gives both utter- 


ance and “access” (Eph. 2:18) to Him. - 


The blood provides holiness by cleansing, 
which applies to personage only.The Holy 
Spirit provides a contact with God who is 
Himself Spirit. Without either of these 
essentials the communicant is rendered 
incommunicable. The blood for our sins, 
and sanctity, but the Holy Spirit pro- 
vides for us to receive from the living 
God spiritual power and nourishment 
suitable to our spiritual nature in har- 
mony with God who is Spirit.

It has now been extended by the Nazis 
to erring members of their own ranks 
A vision flashed before my eyes one night 
during the World War, displaying as it 
were a newspaper. The headline read: 
“There is a great fiery hand resting up- 
on the people.” Since the war an _ iron 
hand has rested upon the people of Eu- 
rope, especially, Italy, Germany, Russia, 
and the Balkan States. The European 
nations are certainly bowing beneath a 
heavy and iron hand. Civilization cannot 
emerge from such autocracies. 

The above report is indicative of the 
tremendous departure from the principles 
of righteousness. These conditions tell us 
that the “world is waxing worse and 
worse” and that the coming of Jesus is 
drawing nigh.
